Let Mr. Taft consider merely the opinions of 
the governors of many states that have been 
expressed in the columns of the Post-Dispatch 
as to the need of an extra session in March to 
correct the worst abuses of the.tariff..

“Next March is none too soon to revise the 
tariff.” 

Speaking for the Pacific Coast Gov. West of 
Oregon, says: “There can be no possible excuse 
for delay. * * I believe that the calling of 
an extra session for the purpose of considering

the tariff question would be advisable.” 

Speaking for New York, Gov. Dix: says: “at! 
as early a time as possible the extortion and! 
abuses of the Payne-Aldrich tariff should be 
remedied and burdensome taxes removed from the! 
necessaries of life.’’ 

Speaking for the Northwest, Gov. Hawley of 
Idaho, says: “I favor a specia! session of the 
newly elected Congress to revise the tariff and 
reduce the cost of living.” 

Speaking for thé South, Gov. Kitchin of North 
Carolina, says: “I think that the sooner the 
tariff is revised the better, and therefore trust 
that the President will deem it expedient and 
wise to call an extra session for that purpose.” 

And Gov. Gilchrist of Florida says: ‘For 
business considerations and for the people at 
large it is my opinion that the tariff should be 
adjusted as sogn as possible.” 

From the West Gov. Aldrich of Nebraska says: 
“If the mandate of the voters, as indicated by 
the November election result, will have the effect 
of reducing the schedules in the measure de- 
manded, President Taft will: be justified im call- 
ing an extra session of the new Congress.” 

Goy. Cruce of Oklahoma also says: “I certainl¥ 
think that the calling of an extra session is the 
proper course.”

hibited in France. Roger Sommer, an aviator 
who on Aug. 7, 1909, beat the world’s record for 
prolonged flight in an aeroplane, is the daring 
man whose name will go into history as the 
maker of this new passenger carrying record. 
It is something that grips the imagination when 
one considers the means used. 

The first flight of an aeroplane with a pas- 
senger was on March 21, 1907, when Farman 
took up Delagrange and flew two miles. Since 
then, the English Channel was crossed by Mois- 
sant with a passenger; Lieut. Fequant and 
Capt. Maconnet, of the French army, flew to- 
gether across country for a distance of 110 
miles; Lieut. Cammerman and Capt. Hugoni, 
also French army officers, successfully flew 
across country a distance.of 145 miles; and the 
carrying of one or two passengers for short trips 
around aviation fields gradually became an every- 
day occurrence. The only feat approaching that 
of M. Sommer was the taking up of five pas- 
sengers by Louis Breguet, on Aug. 29, 1910, at 
Lille, France. This was merely experimental, the 
distance being so short as not to be worth record- 
ing. 

While the Farman machine, which Sommer 
used, appears to be best adapted for carrying 
such loads as the 1000 pounds dead weight rep- 
resented by the Sommer party, it is a fact that 
no flying machine yet made is well adapted to 
passenger conveyance. Until aeroplanes can be 
constructed to fly with stability, and made selif- 
balancing, the conveyance of passengers must be 
looked upon as extremely hazardous.

The clear logic of the situation will, of course, 
have no weight with these who exercise the priv- 
ilege of calling themselves Socialists after trim- 
ming the assorted theories to fit their own views. 
But the sane majority can see nothing in the 
local situation except that the Socialists have 
belied themselves by actively supperting what 
is. Reason dictated that opposition to what 
was proposed could have been ma'‘ntained only 
by complete aloofness. St. Louis Socialist leaders 
are in a sad and theoretical dilemma, 
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When the new Pullman rates go into effect it is 
also proposed to compel the payment for berths at 
the time they are reserved. The privilege of 
changing one’s mind at the last minute has been 
abused, railroad men say, and for the dereliction 
of the few the whole traveling public is to be in- 
convenienced.

BRUSSELS, Feb. 4.—Queen Elizabeth, wishing 
to express her gratitude to the Belgians for their 
widespread anxiety during her illness, has decided 
to be godmother to every seventh girl born of 
Belgian parents, just as the King is godfather 
to every seventh boy, 

This custom of the King raised a quaint prob- 
lem this week, when the “seventh boy” happened 
to be twins. The King solved it by taking his 
son to the ehristening with him and each was 


godfather for one of the pair.. This was young 
Prince Leopold's first quasi-official experience.. 

The Prince is a bright little fellow and quite a 
normal child. At present he is absorbed in a 
parrot given to him by United States Minister 
Charles Page Bryan. The bird is unusually talk- 
ative, and his speeches, often inapropos and ill- 
timed, have caused a great deal of amusement 
ai the palace. He had his quarters in the King’s 
offices till the other day when his persistent im- 
pudence caused his relegation to the basement, 
where the Crown Prince goes to play with him. 

The Queen’s birthday, which falls on July 56 and 
was celebrated last year by the national wearing 
of a celluloid red rose, the proceeds from the sale 
of which were applied to fight tuberculosis—will 
be celebrated this year with edelweiss. The Queen 
chose edelweiss because her girlhood memories are 
attached to the flower of the Tyrolean mountains, 
where she was born. 

The Queen was so struck with the recent re- 
ported ravages caused by sleeping sickness in the 
Congo that the proceeds of the sale of the “Queen 
flower” shall be devoted this year to fighting 
that @isease.

John Wilson Townsend, the Kentucky 
historical writer, who was in Indianapo- 
lis the other day, spent an hour with 
Riley in his home. This fact has just 
leaked out in Lexington. Townsend de- 
clined to discuss his visit to Riley, but 
told a friend the story of his call on 
the poet, and through the friend the 
story leaked out. 

With two lIffelong women friends of 
Riley, pne of whom was a schoolmate 
of the poet’s in his native town of 
Greenfield, according to the _ story, 
Townsend called at the Riley home Dec. 
29 and there, Townsend told his friend, 
he received one of the greatest shocks 
of his life. 

On a sofa, with his eyes staring into 
vacancy, the veins of his face flushed, 
his hair almost gone, his small emaci- 
ated body covered with a big robe, lay 
the greatest poet Indiana can claim 
and one of the world’s foremost dialect 
poets, James Whitcomb Riley. Town- 
send said his first thought was: ‘Riley 
is dead.”’ 

Remembered Old Friends. 

One of the women told the poet her 
name and pened him if he remembered 
“her. 

“Alice? Alice? 
then, finally: “Oh, yes, 
do; sit down.”’ 

Townsend told Riley that he was 
the friend of the poet’s oid friends, 
Madison Cawein, the Kentucky poet, 
and James Lane Allen, the novelist. 

"Yes, yes," Riley said. “It’s been a 
long time since I saw Cawein. He’s a 
mighty, good fellow.”’

PRISON FOR LIFE 


DUES NOT DISMAY 
ARMY ADVENTIS! 


German Soldier Refuses to Obey 
Orders on Saturday Despite 
Two Sentences. 








Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 
BERLIN, Feb. 4.—-Private Naumann 


has every prospect of spending the re- 
mainder of his life in prison because he 
persistently refuses to submit to mill- 
tary discipline on Saturday. 

Naumann, who belongs to the sect 
known as Adventists, declares that Sat- 
urday is the real Sabbath, and that any 
kind of work on that day, even the 
lightest, is in the highest degree sin- 
ful. When he became a soldier in 1907 
he refused to obey any orders between 
sunset on Friday and sunset on Satur- 
day. 

He was in consequence sentenced to 
three months’ imprisonment, but when 
released resumed ‘his mutinous conduct, 
and received a second sentence of two 
years’ imprisonment. When released 
again he refused obedience and was 
sentenced to fliive years’ imprisonment. 

On appeal, the higher military court 
retried the case. Questioned by the 
presiding officer of the court, Naumann 
declared that as a Christian soldier his 
duty was to obey the religious law and 
refuse all work on.the Sabbath. A sys- 
tematic study of the Bible had con- 
vinced him that it was wrong to regard 
Sunday as the Sabbath, which was 
really Saturday. 

It was pointed out that continued per- 
sistence in this attitude would inevita- 
bly result in his spending his entire life 
within prison walls, and the presiding 
officer asked whether Naumann was 
prepared to accept such consequences. 
Naumann replied ‘Yes, certainly.”

The worse 
feature of the trade was the inability 
of salsmen to secure bids, and many cat- 
tle were carried over each day before 
sale was finally effected. The primest 
load of cattle seen here since ~hristmas 
sold at $6.90, 17’ head averaging 1580 
pounds. Few strictly good to choice 
steers landed at $6,10@6.65, though there 
were comparatively few that could be 
pushed over the $6 mark. A large share 
of the medium to good fa* steers sold 
between $5.35@6, and some pretty fleshy 
and weighty warmed up beeves sold 
down at $4.75@5. 

The heifer market was in a demora- 
lized condition throughout the week. 
Regular buyers bought in nomina] quan- 
tities. Most sales were effected through 
outside sources. Many loads were on 
the market last week, held from the 
week before. This trade has been in 
poor shape for some time, and as long 
as the warm weather conftinues there is 
little likelihood of any betterment. 
Prime helfers topped at $5.65, while bulk

I was a 
proud youngster until, as we sat before the fire 
he said he supposed I had a school teaching 
certificate. This. floored me, for I had never 
heard of one. I had to get a certificate, though. 
I found, and the next day I rode 20, miles on 
horseback through the rain to Mount Vernon to 
face the grim examiners. I had no overcoat then, 
but I wore the big shawl which those of us who 
did not have overcoats used. You fastened those; 
shawls with two big pins, and they were com- 
mon. | 

“My teeth were chattering when I faced that 
examining board, but from nervousness 
than cold. I was up in the classics, but I was 
rusty on geography, grammar and the old rules 
of arithmetic. But the first man examined me in 
spelling, which I handled well enough to give me 
confidence. ,I won next to the top grade of certif- 
icate, went back in triumph and taught a suc- 
cessful school.

His Row With College Faculty. 


FTER the interview a Dennison alumnus told 
A me a school tradition of the Harmon gradua- 

tion which the Governor must have forgot- 
ten. Judson Harmon edited the college paper, in 
which he frankly criticised the faculty just before 
commencement. The fac tity gave him the choice 
between retracting and apology, and a refusal of 
his diploma. The senior class was graduated 
without Harmon, for he wouldn’t retract. 

When it dawned on his class and the student 
body that their young leader had been go pun- 
ished they moved on the faculty in a body with a 
vigorous protest. Finally they wrung permission 
from the professors for their idol’s graduation. 
The same afternoon Harmon marched to the 
platform at the head of all the students, was 
received by the faculty, read his oration and re- 
ceived his diploma. 

Gov. Harmon taught schoel a year at home after 
graduation. Then he took the Cincinnati law 
schoo] course. 


“Tl took a hand in politics from the start,” he) 


‘Until I went on the bench I was al- 
ways a convention delegate. { saw fhe Greely 
convention in Tincinnati as a spectator. My 
father had been first a Jackson Democrat, then 
a Free Soiler, and finally a Unton Democrat, as I 
was. No, I never was a Republican.” 

His prompt start in politics explaihe his elec- 
tion as common pleas judge at 30. A Republican 
State Senate counted him out on a suspicious 
election contest. If 1876 he was elected to the 
Superior Court in @iricimnati, re-elected for a 
second term, and he resigned in 1887 to practice 
law as ex-Gov. Hadley’s partner. Gov. Foraker 
appointed Wm. H. Taft to fill the vacancy. . 

In 1895 Harmon became Attorney-General fn the 
Cleveland Cabinet, and he handled the anti-tru 
legislation on which all subsequent prosecution 
has been based. In 1905 Harmon was appointed 
receiver for the , ZH. & D, R. R. by the Sixth 
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Circuit Court, to repeat an earlier success of his 
receivership for the B. & O. Southwestern. 
was still receiver of the C. H. & D. when he. was 
nominated for governor by the Ohio Democrats in

“T aman old-fashioned fellow who belleves com- 
petition cures commercial evils.

I had made 
a study of combination laws, and, as I like court 
work, I made up my mind to take that case into 
the Supreme Court and argue it alone. I wrote 
the brief myself, basing my action on the Shermag 
law, of course. The Government never won & 
case under the Sherman law, but decided this one 
for us.

Hugh A. Robinson’s Device Used 
on the*Pennsylvania Proves , 
Value to the Navy.

The aeroplane experimenters at 
Kinloch Park are enthusiastic over 
word received from the Pacific Coast 


that Hugh A. Robinson, formefly a 
member of the little camp and now 


one of Glenn Curtiss’ aviators, was 
the inventor of the device for landing 
an aeroplane on the deck of a battle- 
ship. It was this device Eugene Ely 
used in his remarkable flight over 
San Francisco Bay to the deek of the 
Pennsylvania, wh.eh attracted world- 
wide attention. 

Robinson built-an aeroplane of his 
own here, bit was unsuccessful tn his 


efforts to maké\it fly. Two months 
ago he accepted an offer from Glenn 
Curtiss and is now flying at differ- 
ent meets on the Pacific Coast. 

Could Rise From a Ship. 

When Robinson joined Curtiss, the 
famous aviator was conferring with 
navy officials on the possibilities of 
the aeroplane as an adjunct of the 
fighting armament of battleships. 

The navy officials told Curtiss that 
if he could land an aeroplane safely 
on the deck of one of their ships they 
would admit that the aeroplane was 
here as an instrument of naval war- 
fare. Curtiss had previously demon- 
strated that his aeroplanes could riss 
from a specially prepared platform of 
a ship, but he was at a loss how to 
provide for a safe landing. 

Robinson suggested the placing of 
a double jine of sandbags on the plat- 
form with ropes stretched between 
them, and the placing on the running 
wear of the aircraft of hooks which 
would pick up the ropes and thus 
gradually bring 
standstill. 


Has Thrilling Escapes. 


This device was prepared by Curtiss | Be 


and used by Ely in his landing on the 
Pennsylvania. The aeroplane came 
to a stop in 25 feet without a jar. 

Robinson has had an eventful life. 
In his younger days he was a para- 
chute jumper and had many thrilling 
escapes from death. He is a skillful 
mechanical engineer, and during the 
past few years has been in the em- 
ploy of a motor car company. He 
went to France a year ago to study 
the manufacture of aeroplanes, and 
afterwards bullt one here, but owing 
to lack. of sufficient motor power it 
refused to fly. Curtiss made Robin- 
son’s acquaintance here and the offer 
of a position as one of his aviators 
followed. 


TWO $1000 CHECKS FOR THE 
. RED CROSS ENDOWMENT FUND 


John Scullin and Davis Estate

The Davis estate yesterday subseribed 
$1000 to the American Red Cross En- 
dowment Fund. Earlier tn the day a 
$1000 subscription from John Scullin 








was received. 

Calls for help from three sections of 
the Hastern Hemisphere have reached 
the American. Red Cross within the 
last few days. The St. Louls commit- 
tee yesterday received a letter from Miss 
Mabel T. Boardman, of the society's 
Fxecutive Committee, dated Washing- 
ton, Feb. 2, and reading in part as fol- 
lows: 

“Yesterday the Governor of the Phil- 
ippines, who is president of our Red 
Cross branch there, cabled of the seri- 
ous loss of life caused by the eruption 
of Mount Taal. He said their branch 
was organized and actively at work, 
so $1000 was immediately cabled to 
him from the Red Cross here to aid the 
unfortunate people. 

“Pathetic appeals came to us from 
China, stating that fifty to one hundred 
thousand people are in mud hovels 
around Nanking. These are famine 
refugees. They are starving, almost 
naked and sleeping in mud.and water. 
We have sent them $10,000. 

“Again comes an ‘appeal to us to 
send an expert into Manchuria, where 
the bubonic plague is raging; this 
through the State Department by re- 
quest of the Chinese Government, and 
we hope to send an expert from Manila. 
Mr. Calhoun, our Minister in Pekin, 
cables that all China is threatened by 
this appalling plague, and whatever 
the Red Cross can do in any way to 
limit its destruction comes within the 
sphere of our work, for the charter 
granted the Red Cross by Congress 
states that it is not only to mitigate 
the suffering caused by disaster, but to 
devise and carry on measures for pre- 
venting the same.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 4.-—There | & 
were between 5000 and 6500 deaths in Mis- 
sourl from tuberculosis between July. 
1910, and the first ef the present year, 
according to a report filed by the Mis- 
souri Commission om Tuberculosis with 
Gov. Hadley today. 

In St. Louls, Kansas City and 8t. Jo- 
seph the number of deaths from tuber- 
culosis during 1909 was 1747, a rate of 
178 for 100,000 inhabitants. Only eight 
cities of 4000 to 23,000 population sent 
statistics. They were Hannibal, Car- 
thage, Independence, Poplar Bluff, Mex- 
ico, Cape Girardeau, Aurora and Rich 
Hiil. In these places the death from 
tuberculosis was 174 per 100,000, a higher 
rate than either Kansas City or St. Jo- 
seph. 

Reports from 14 towns with a popula- 
tion of from 1000 to 4000 gave a death 
rate from tuberculosis of 165.1 per 100,000, 
a higher rate than in towns of 40 and 
over, while the death rate in the rurai 
communities is also very high. 

Causes One in Ten Deaths. 

Throughout the State, according to the 
report of the State Board of Health, an 
average of one in every ten deaths is 
caused by tuberculosis. 

The State and county institutions re- 
port many tuberculosts inmates and in- 
adequate provision for mgrepetion and 
care of the patients. 

There is no official record of IHving 
cases, but on the basis of reports from 
other states, it is estimated that Mis- 
souril now. has from 18,000 to 30,000 cases. 

Dr. Thomas J. Riley estimates the 
annual economic loss to the State from 
the disease to be 831,000,000, and it has 
been suggested that if Missouri would 
spend the interest on this estimated loss 
at 5 per cent, or $1,550,000, on the 
vention of the disease; a few years 
would see it totally exterminated. 

The Commission recommends the fol- 
lowing measures for the control of tu- 
berculosis in Missouri: 

That the State Board of Health be 
given enlarged powers for the promui- 
gation, administration and enforcement 
of public health enactments and be 
supplied with adequate funds for this 
work.

That the Legislature shall by act, en- 
able any county or group of counties— 
with proper limitations in forming a 
district—to erect and maintain a sani- 
tarium and dispensaries for the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis and provide for 
same by taxation or by the issue of 
bonds. 

That all tuberculosis inmates of State 
institutions be segregated in hospitals 
provided, or to be provided for them in 
said institutions. 

That special provision for tuberou- 
losis convicts be made by the erec- 
tion of a hospital on the farm of the 
State penitentiary and that, pending 
its erection, all tuberculosis prisoners 
be segregated on the top floor of “KE” 
hall of the penitentiary. 

That the Mount Vernon Sanitartum 
for tuberculosis be enlarged and lib- 
erally supported. 

That a State-housing law be passena. 
covering the construction of. all kinds 
of buildings, especially State institu- 
tions, schools and public buildings. | 

That systems of heating in State 
institutions be remodeled and mod- 
ernized and that a modern, sctentific 
system of ventilating be added to all 
State institutions and _  schoolhouses 
where same aré not already installed.

3 SIGNAL CORPS 
SENT TO BORDER 


They Are Rushed to Mexican 
Frontier to Facilitate Com- 
munication During Trouble 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—To facilitate 
communication between the United 
States troops aligned along the Mexi- 
can frontier, the War Department to- 
day increased the American guard in 
that territory by three companies of 
the Signal Corps. One has been or- 
dered from Presidio, Cal., one from 
Omaha, Neb., and a third from Leavy- 
enworth, Kan. Two pack trains also 
were ordered to the border line, one 
to San Antonio, Tex., and the other 
to Nogales, Ariz. 

Aside from the statement from Gen. 
Hoyt, commander of the Department 
of Texas that an attack on Ciudad Jua- 
rez was tmminent, the War Department 
today was without advices from the 
front. Gen. Hoyt said it was reported 
that the revolutionists number about 
1000. 

The revelutionists are in possession of 
the country west of Chihuahua and all 
of the Government troops have been 
withdrawn from the Guerrero district to 
Chihuahua, according to a telegram re- 
ceived by the State Department today 
from American Vice Consul Leonard at 
Chihuahua. All is quiet at ‘Chihuahua, 
the Consul added, and the Mexican 
Northwestern Railway is running Its 
trains to Madera without molestation 
from the revolutionists. 

It is ri:mored, Mr. Leonard continued. 
that all bridges and telegraph wi 
have been destroyed between Gallajo 
and the border and that repair trains 
have been sent to the scene.

Commander Davis of the American 
gunboat Tacoma reported he had in- 
terviewed the revolutionary leader at 
Cetba, tendered the good offices of 
the United States and proposed an 
armistice.

SAFETY SWITCHES 
DO NOT PREVENT 
FAST SIDE WRECK 


Electric Car Hit by Engine Near 
Edwardsville; Four Passen- 
gers and Motorman Hurt. 








Despite two safety switches, de- 
signed to make collisions !mpossible, 
an Hast St. Louls & Suburban electric 
car, carrying 26 passengers, was 
struck last night by an engine of the 
Litchfield @& Madison Ratiway, a coal 
road, in the southern outskirts of Hd- 
wardavillie. Four passengers and the 
motorman were siightly injured. 

The switches are so devised that 
they wil] derafl a car unless the con- 
ductor descends to the ground and 
throws them. Besides the coal road, 
the Clover Leaf crosses the electric 
line where the collision occurred. Con- 
ductor W. J. Sehmidt, 2608 North 
Twentieth street, St. Louls, threw the 
switch at the approach to the Clover 
Leaf tracks, and ran ahead to turn 
the other switch. 

On the Litchfield & Madison tracks 
he saw an engine attached to a train 
of cars. As the engine was standing 
still, he threw the switch and mo- 
tioned to the motorman to proceed.

Arkansan Had Denounced Writer 
for an Article That Appeared 
in a Washington Paper. 





JA HOT TIME FOLLOWS 





Representatives Keep Pair Apart 
and Vicious Language Is Cut 
From the Record. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—There was 
& tumultuous time, much akin to a riot, 
upon the floor of the House at ad- 
journment today when correspondents 
from the press gallery hastened to 
the floor to prevent a personal en- 
counter between one of their own 
number and Representative Robert 
Bruce Macon of Arkansas, who had 
flayed the correspondent in a speech 
just before adjournment. Macon haa 
made it a habit during the progress 
of appropriation bills to object to all 
increases. of salary of Government 
employes on the ground that it con- 
stituted new legislation. 

Barly today Stanley (Dem.) of Ken- 
tucky took Macon to task for his sug- 
gestion, in the course of the debate 
on the Agricultural Appropriation 
bill, that certain members of the 
House had certain favorites in the 
Government employ whom it was 
their desire to favor. Mr. Macon re 
torted sharply and the two members 


{ glared at one another for a moment. 


Stricken From Records. 

Then Representative Byrleson per- 
suaded both men to strike out the 
whole colloquy. 

A little later in the afternoon Macon 
arose and announced that he wished to 
make a privileged statement. Then he 
let go a bitter denunciation of the cor- 
respondent of the Washington Times, 
who had reported the colloquy. 

The newspaper man had made a 
straightforward, condensed report of the 
debate to which Macon took exception. 
It had appeared in a Washington after- 
noon paper and was received at the 
capitol while the House still was in.ses- 
sion. 

The newspaper man who inn written 
the report was not in the press gallery 
at the time Macon spoke. He arrived 
shortly befdre adjournment and con- 
ferred for a while with Representative 
Norris of Nebraska, a personal friend. 
Norris counseled temperate action. The 
fell he descended to the floor. He 
walked up to Macon and said: 

, Demands Retraction. 

“The attack you made upon me on the 
story I have written was not warranted 
by the facts. The denunciation did 
take place, and I must demand that you 
request that your attack 
expunged from the record.’’ 

Just here Norris pushed the cor- 
respondent aside. He argued with 
Macon for a moment, and while this 
whispered discussion was in progress, 
the other correspondents thronged to 
the floor. Then Macon reiterated his 
intention to have the matter appear 
in the Congressional Record. 

“Well, then, I am,going to whip 
you,” announced the correspondent, 
shedding his overcoat and placing his 
eyeglasses upon a near-by desk. 

A number of his fellow correspon- 
dents intervened, bearing him back. 

“You'd hit me, would you?” cried 


ithe Congressman as hé walked tow- 


ard his antagonist. “You would, 
would you?” 

Norris and one of the correspond- 
ents’ staff stepepd toward Macon. 

The correspondents gathered 
around Macon urging him to promise 
the expurgation of his public state- 
ment. 

‘I wil) withhold,” he said. 

“We want it expurgated,” an- 
nounced several men. “It is not true. 
You were denounced and you have 
taken advantage of your position as 
a member to attack a man in a way 
which permits him no defense.” 

“Gentlemen, I was not denounced,” 
cried Macon. 

‘What about that Stanley?” called 
a member of the group to the Ken- 
tuckian, who sat looking on in a 
half interested manner. 

“Oh, I'd hardly like to call it a de- 
nunciation,” said he, “but it was 
pretty sharp criticism.” 

Here the altercation ended by Ma- 
con calling upon the official reporters 
to strike the whole of his “privileged 
statement” from the records, yielding 
the whole point in controversy. 


With the first reading of the bill 
Macon began to make points of order 
against increases of salaries to chief 
clerks and other employes. Several 
members objected to this method of 
“personal explanation,” and appealed 
to Macon to desist. He declined. 

Macon had ‘charged that nearly 
every member of a committee had 
some “pet” whom he was eager to 
at@. and to this end, he said, the mem- 
bers were willing that other “pets” 
should also go up in the salary scale. 

Stanley declared an assertion like 
that impeached the whole House. He 
challenged Macon to show that any 
member of the Agricultural Commit- 
tee had been guilty of this “in- 
famous conduct—this petty pilfering 
from the Treasury of the United 
States.” 

Macon replied that he did not claim 
to be the only honest man in the 
House, but said that he tried to do 
his duty by his constituency and in- 
timated there were others not quite 
so conscientious. :

Unless Chief Bender, Eddie Plank and 
Jack Coombs do the unexpected and fail 
utterly this season, at present there ap- 
pears to be no team in the American 
Leagues capable of holding back the 
world’s champions in the coming mara- 
thon. 

Few, if any, changes will be made in 
the make-up of the world’s champions 
this campaign. Mack will try out a 
pitcher or two, chief among whom is 
“Lefty” Russell, who is reported to have 
cost the Philadelphia club $12,500. Bar- 
ring the addition of Russell, and maybe 
one or two other flingers, it appears as 
though the Athletics of 1911 will be the 
same as those of 1910. 

And, granting that the Athletics may 
be no stronger this season than a year 
ago, there appears to be‘ no American 
League club which has braced enough 
to head off the Philadelphia aggrega- 
tion.

MOTORISTS PLAN ROAD | 
TO HOT SPRINGS, ARK. 


Plan Is to Induce Citizens Along 
Highway to Build It in 
Short Sections. . 








Motorists of St. Louis and Little Rock 
have joined hands to build a good auto- 
mobile road between those two cities, 
connecting also with Hot Springs, Ark. 
The importance of such a highway for 
motorists is apparent when it is con- 
s dered that it would mean a direct route 
for. tourists from Chicago, Detroit, 
Cleveland, Buffalo and the East to the 
Southwest. 

The route proposed to be covered has 
already been traced for the Auto Re- 
view of St. Louls by enthusiastic mo- 
torists of Little Rock, who underwent 
considerable hardship in laying it out. 
But they succeeded in outlining a road 
that is said to be entirely practicable 
and most attractive from the viewpoint 
of scenery. 

Most of the outlined route is good 
when the weather has not been too wet, 
considerable of it is good at ail times 
of the year and under -all conditions, 
but portions of it will try the soul of 
the most patient motorist. It is the 
plan of those promoting the highway to 
pattern after the farious River-to-River 
road of Iowa by getting the support and 
assistance of the farmers living along 
the proposed route and to so construct 
it that it will be passable in all seasons. 

Outline of the Road. 
ky The general line of this road, finally 
found to be best, is as follows: 

Starting at St. Louis, take the Lemay 
Ferry road to De Soto (Manees Auto 
Co. knows this road), strike south to 
Bonne Terre, then to Farmington, thence 
to Ste. Genevieve, then through St. 
Mary’s, Perryville, Appleton, Oak Ridge 
and Jackson to Cape Girardeau. This is 
a fair day’s run and, {ff time is desired 
in which to see the interesting points 
in old Ste. Genevieve, can hardly be 
done in a day. Both Perryville and 
Jackson, however, .appear to be good 
stopping points. 

_From Cape Girardeau take the road 
southwest through Dutchtown, Allen- 
ville and Advance to Bloomfield. This 
route strikes Crowley’s Ridge about 
twenty miles south of Cape Girardeau. 
From Bloomfield there is a fine gravel 
road on top of the ridge to Dexter, 
where fair accommodations may be ob- 
tained at the Jeffersonian Hotel. If the 
night is spent at Cape Girardeau, Dex- 
ter would be a noon stop and Jonesboro 
‘the night control. 

From Dexter the route runs to Camp- 
bell. and across the 8t. Francis River 
into Arkansas over a toll bridge at St. 
Francis, Ark. The read from Campbell 
to St. Francis and a short way beyond 
runs through lower ground, where the 
St. Francis River cuts through the 
ridge, but the soil is a sandy loam and 
is better in reasonably wet weather 
than when perfectly dry. 

In Missourt this route is a good turn- 
pike to De Soto, a rough road, which is 
being very greatly improved between 
De Soto and Bonne Terre, and fair road, 
as country roads go, between Bonne 
Terre and~Farmington and between 
Farmington and Ste. Genevieve. 

From Ste. Genevieve the road is an 
“intermittent macadam,” shading into 
sandy clay for 20 miles, when it strikes 
a good gravel road to Perryville. Gaso- 
line may be obtained at Perryville. At 
46 miles from Perryville a very interest- 
ing sinkhole into an evident cave is to 
be seen close to the left-hand side of 
the road. This road fs sandy clay and 
somewhat hilly to Appleton, and after 
passing the latter three shallow fords 
are crossed. Jackson is 81.3 miles from 
Perryville, and the road improves as 
‘that town is approached. From Jackson 
to Cape Girardeau is a fine gravel turn- 
pike of 10 miles. 

A Good Turnpike. 

The road starts west and south out 
of Cape Girardeau on a good rock turn- 
pike, which begins to play out about 
five miles from town near the country 
home of Col. Louls Houck. From there 
to Dutchtown it is an intermittent series 
of macadam, which could easily be 
patched into a first-class road and which 
is fairly good at present. Concrete cul- 
verts along this stretch are hopeful 
signs and all streams are bridged. 

There is a fairly good sandy clay road 
from Dutehtown’ to Zalma, 18 miles 
farther on. At 11 miles from Cape Girar- 
|deau the cut-off to Jackson is passed, 
indicating that a shorter road might be 
followed from Jackson without touch- 
ing the Cape at all, {f desirable. Fif- 
teen miles from the Cape rough macad- 
am is encountered, which finally gets so 
bag that the vehicles have forsaken the 
turnpike for the ditch alongside. A few 
days’ work would put this road in shape 
again. The pike here is practicaliy 
abandoned for about three miles. One 
of the few remaining covered wooden 
bridges is passed through 16 miles from 
the Cape. 

There are some bad culverts along 
this stretch. At 20.8 miles from the Cape 
Crowley's Ridge is ascended, but the 
road drops into the valley again in four 
miles, over rough hills and roadways 
that need working., The road stays in 
the lower lands to Advance, and after 
passing that town some quite heavy 
sand is encountered, and at 81.5 miles 
a corduroy road for a short distance 
through a cypress slash. A mile farther 
the road ascends the ridge once more 
and dips up and down a series of clay 
hills for many miles all the way to 
Bloomfield. Here a fine road is found

DEADLOCK OVER SHEEHAN 
PASSES INTO FOUR WEEKS 


New York Legislators Keep on 
Voting Monotonously Without 


Making a Senatorial Selection. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 4—The third 
week of the deadlock over the election 
of a United States Senator to succeed 
Chauncey M. Depew, ended today with 
no apparent prospect of a break. Six- 
teen joint ballots have been taken, in 
which William F. Sheehan, the organi- 
zation candidate has practically held 
his own. with the insurgents scattering 
their votes among eight candidates, Ed- 
ward M. Shepard leading. 

The Republicans to a man have sup- 
ported Senator Depew. 

The balloting will be resumed Monday 
and both sides declared their intention 
of sticking to their guns. The fact that 
Sheehan was a luncheon guest of Sen- 
ator Roosevelt, the insurgent leader, 
Thursday, led to rumors of a compro- 
mise today, but Roosevelt. said posi- 
tively there was no change in the situ- 
ation. 

Senator Roosevelt sald he had re- 
ceived more than 6500 letters, including 
many from outside the State, commend- 
ing his course in refusing to vote for 
the caucus candidate. Only six let- 
ters, he said, complained of his action 
and two of these were of a threatening 
character. 

At today’s joint session, only 19 mem- 
bers were present and the ballot was 
fruitless for lack of a quorum,

Dr. Pantchenko, -Accused of 
Slaying Count With Germs, - 
Alleges He Was Tricked. 














TOLD TO AID MISTRESS 





Says He Thought He and the 
- Woman Were to Be Immune 
From Punishment. 





By Associated Press. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 4—Dr. 


Pantchenko, who twice pleaded guilty 
to the murder of Count Vassilli Bou- 
turlin, and who, prior to his appear- 
ance on the witness stand, made an 


elaborate confession of his guilt, later 
retracting parts of it and modifying 
other parts, today astonished the 
crowded court room with a sweeping 
denial of hig confession and a state- 
ment that he had been induced to 
make the admission of guilt on the 
promise that his mistress, Mme. Mu- 
ravieff, would be freed from charges 
and that he himself would be re- 
leased from custody. 

Pantchenko, who has been waver- 
ing from hig confession for the last 
two or three days, followed the test!- 
mony closely. Yesterday, after the 
medical experts had testified that 
Bouturlin’s death was due to poison 
and that the poison might have been 
diphtherial toxin, Pantchenko refuse: 
to answer whether he had injected 
the diphtherlal toxin in Count Bou- 
turlin. Today he denied he had done 
sO, and retracted absolutely his origi- 
nal story. 


Boasted of Riches to Come. 
‘Several witnesses were put on the 


stand today. including the servants 
of the Muravieff and Bouturlin house- 
holds. They testified that the poison- 
ing of Count Bouturlin had become 
back stairs gossip even before the 
Count died. It was common talk 
that Pantchenko was always in nee 
of money. According to the testi- 
mony; Mme Muravieff’s servants 
boasted to the front door porter: 

‘My mistress is soon to become 
rich."’ 

A servant of the Bouturlin’s once 
came te summon Dr. Pantchenko and 
said to the porter: 

‘He poisoned our master: now he 
doesn't come to see him.” 

Pvidence was adduced te show that 
Pantchenko and Count O’Brien de Las- 
sy, who is charged with having hired 
Pantchenko to kill Bouturlin, had many 
cenversations over the telephone, and 
that De Lasay once caJled in person. | 


Testimony Indicates Collusion. 
Servants at the Grand Hotel testified 


that De Lassy stopped there from May 
12 to May 18, 1910. The poisonous in- 
jections are said to have been made 
on May 6 er 16. Throughout that period 
De Lassy was in close communication 
with Pantchenko. 

A student, tutor of Mme. Muravieff’s 
children, described her as an irascible 
person, but a loving mother, at which 
Mme. Muravieff went into hysterics, 
and the seasion of the court was inter- 
rupted. Pantchenko tenderly wrapped 
her in his fur coat. 

On the resumption of the proceedings, 
an officer, Starikoff, enter the court 
room and bowed to the. woman, who 
nodded cheerfully in reply. Starikoff 
testified that Mine. Muravieff's hus- 
| band, when he was dying, had intrusted 
his family to the care of Dr. Pantchen- 
ko, and the-latter swore not to forsake 
therm. 

The court then adjourned until tomor- 
row afternoon.

That the name of Edward F. Goltra 
was falsely inserted in the prospectus 
of the Yampa Anthracite Coal Co. 
make it appear that he was a director 
when he was not, was the testimony of 
John L. Green, president of the com- 
pany, yesterday at the Federal hearing 
in the Government's suit to recover coal 
lands from the company. 

Green testified that for this reason 


and because of other false statements, 
the directors refused to approve the 
prospectus and that no copies of it ever 
were issued. The Government contends 
that copies were. circulated and that it 
was the prospectus which induced Thom- 
as L. Dorsey of Alton to invest. 

Green testified that he and his fa- 
ther, James Green, invested between 
$12,000 and $15,000 in coal lands in Routt 
County, Colo. 

“In whose name was.it held?’ asked 
Ethelbert Ward, an attorney for the 
Government. 

“I do not know,” replied Green. “I 
left that to F. W. Keitel, my agent.” 

‘‘What was the money spent for?’’ 

“IT don’t know. I sent a good deal of 
money to Keitel in the last few years. 
I never asked Keitel for an accounting. 
I presume it was spent for prospecting.”’ 

Green said that when the prospectus 
was submiitted to the directors they ob- 
jected to certain statements in it, one 
being that the company owned coal 
lands when it did not. Some of the di- 
rectors did not want their names made 
public at that time, he said. , 

Asked whether he could corroborate L. 
M. Rumsey’‘s testimony that $16;400 had 
been sent to Keitel to buy coal lands, 
Green said that he did not tax his mind 
with such details. He left them to 
Keitel. The company, he said, intended 
to buy its coal lands from individuals 
and not to get them from the Govern- 
ment. 4

A tract of, 46 f the east side 
of Second “street, at: Carr street, was 
transferreg@ yesterday’ by the Gerard B. 
Allen estate to the Cilgago, Burlington 
& Quincy Rail} for $350,000. There 
was a rumor thatv$750,000 was paid for 
the property, which is oceupied by the 
Fulton Iron Works. The Mercantile 
Trust Co. has practically completed pur- 
chases which will aggregate more than 
$1,000,000 in the block bounded by Carr 
street, Second street and Franklin ave- 
nue, whitch is to bé improved by the 
railroad company with a $1,000,000 freight 
depot or warehouse. 

To prevent the owners of the property 
getting wind of the railroad’s plan and 


‘asking prohibitory prices, great secrecy 


and caution was observed by the trust 
company. None of the deeds were filed 
for record until virtually all the hold- 
ings had been secured. The 
enabled the railroad to obtain control 
of the block at a reasonable price. 

The deal was handled exclusively by 
the officers of the Mercantile Trust Co., 
not even the well-informed realty deal- 
ers knowing that the big purchase was 
in progress until it was concluded. 

The Fulton Iron Works, it is report- 
ed, is considering the purchase of a six- 
acre tract north of Etzel avenue along 
the Wabash Ratlway for a_new big 
plant, The land is valued at $6000 an 
acre, while the proposed plant, it is 
said, will cost $250,000.

Wonder With the Brush, 

The wonderful things that the boy did 
with the brushes and colors that. the 
artist threw at him, the fame that he 
was winning and the fortune that was 
within easy distance, these might have 
been sufficient revenge upon the artist. 
But fame and fortune the boy sacrificed 
for the while for a bigger and even 
nobler revenge. 

When Hernandez Arevalo gave up his 
studio and an ever-increasing income at 
the very time that Supreme Court 
judges, financiers and society beauties 
were beginning to single him out as the 
genius that might paint their portraits, 
many persons wondered. The only ex- 
planation Arevalo gave except to some 
intimate friends, for his strange conduct,

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He has encouraged many young Mex- 
icans.to come to St: Louis for the edu- 
cation which, he believes, will make 
them free. Arevalo is the guardian of 
young Jose Rios, the student whe dis- 
appeared from Christian Brethers’ Col- 
lege a week ago and returned to the 
school Friday, saying that .he would go 
back to Mexico, because he found life 
In the United States unbearably lone-. 
some.

“The poor young man's mad!” they 
said. But then they had never learned 
why it was that the artist had kicked 
the boy down in Monterey, Mex. 

The one great reason why the artist 
had kicked the boy was that the artist 
was a Castilian Mexican, while the boy 
was an Aztec Mexican. There’s a tre- 
mendous difference between the two— 
down in Mexico. An Aztec Mexican is a 
peon and it is a sacred tradition that the 
peons must be kicked. But in this par- 
ticular instance the artist had an addi- 
tional reason. 

Sent by the Mayor. 

The mayor of the munictpality had in- 
duced the artist to take Arevalo, the 
peon, into his studio as a servant. Up 
to that time Arevelo had been following 
the plow, except on occasions when one 
of the oxen went lame, in which case 
he preceded the plow. The mayor had 
given the artist his word that though 
he had witnesses some remarkable chalk 
drawings by the peon plowboy, the boy 
had never seen a brush and did not 
know the name of one color from an- 
other. 

7reat was the surprise of the artist 
then upon returning to his studio after 
a few hours’ absence to find on one of 
his canvases @ gorgeous painting of a 
rooster. 

“Who has been here?” asked the ar- 
tist. 

“No one,” answered Arevalo, “I paint- 
ed that.” 

The shock to the artist’s sensibilities 
of this answer was great. The boy is 
lying, he reasoned. Everyone knows 
that a peon, an Indian, cannot be a 
genius. 
fore a jiar. 

The artist’s boots lit a fire in the 

boy’s soul that, if exhaustless energy, 
genius and patriotism count for any- 
thing, is bound to stir up an awful fuss 
in Mexico one of these days. For with 
his queerly gained brush and colors the 
peon set to work. He took his paint- 
ing to the Governor and asked that 
functionary to send him to the Capitol 
that he might study. 
' The Governor gave him transportation 
to Mexico City and for many months 
Arevalo lived on an abundance of hope 
and some occasional bread. He was just 
beginning to prove to the citizens of the 
Mexican city that he wan an artist 
when he made up his mind to leave the 
country and travel. 

The idea had gained ground in his 
mind that no matter how great a paint- 
er he might become, he would never be 
anything more in Mexico than a peon. 
He wanted to learn from study in other 
lands why this was so. 


Studied Languag 
He traveled all over South America 


and learned many’ languages, also 
studied many codes and systems of law: 
And everywhere he went, he says, he 
found that the Indian was oppressed 
and had no voice in the Government, 
even though he composed more than 
two-thirds of the population. 

About five years ago Arevalo came 
to St. Louls. His fame as an artist 
spread quickly. He painted life-size 
portraits of Judge Valliant of the Su- 
preme Court, O'Neil Ryan, former Cir- 
cult Court Judge, former Gov. John- 
son and many other notables as well 
ag a number of women of wealth. 

“My income from my paintings,” 
says Arevalo, “had reached the fig- 
ure of $800 a month when I decided 
not to be a painter for money or fame 
any longer. I always knew I could 
paint, but I wanted to disprove the 
lie of the white men of Mexico that 
and Indian, the only true Mexican, 
eannot do anything that requires 
genius. The way was open to me to 
pursue the big idea that looked. like 
left 
Mexico. 

Arevalo’s big idea is that he shall 
become the national pedagogue of 
Mexico. 


Peous in Bondage. 

“Eighty-five per cent of Mexico,” 
sayaq Arevalo, “is Indian, peon. The 
other 15 per cent are Spaniards and 
men of other white races. The 15 
per cent rule the Government by 
keeping the 85 per cent in bondage 
and ignorance, But they cannot keep 
them at peace. Peace ts nothing but 
respect for the rights of others, and 
as long as the 15 per cent allow the 
85 per cent no rights, there cannot

City Attorney Frank W. Jones was 
among those subpoenaed. “Jones him- 
self chosen at a ‘“‘typical’’ municipal 
election, managed the ‘“‘typical’’ coun- 
ty campaign of Sheriff Shepard last 
fall, and, when Jones was called, the 
political compass had been boxed for 
Shepard was avowedly a Cannon man. 
And when Jones had flatly declined to 
answer a yes or no question, the com- 
pass of the opposition to the inquiry 
had also been boxed, for Jones was 
straightaway charged with.contempt of 
court by Foreman Woodyard.

Behind them st 
Woodyard, thrusting out his jaw from 
his thick, deep-furrowed neck, and not 
losing a word of the argument in which 
the State’s Attorney, lank of body and 
lean of face, seemed so sure of him- 
self he did not bother to draw his hands 
from his trouser’s pockets. 

JUDGES RULE FOR IMMUNITY. 

INES frankly admitted that te an- 
J swer the question put to him would 
lay him Hable to disbarment, if not 
to indictment. To support his attitude 
he waved airly a decision of the United 
States Supreme Court which holds that 
& grand jury is part of the court itself. 
Judge Kimbrough dismissed this argu- 
ment out of hand, and passed upon an- 
other question that not only had not 
been raised, but which Jones specifical- 
ly declared he would not raise. 


This was the constitutionality of the 
city election law, which declares tha 
culpability of the vote-buyer. “A law 
that says a man in Danville is guilty 
of a misdemeanor if he buys a vote,” 
said Judge Kimbrough, “‘and yet allows 


a man living a rod outside the line ‘to 
buy safely every vote there cannot 


atand in any court.” 

In that declaration wag immunity for 
buyer.

ing for a ‘“‘quarter loaf,” was good for 
$2 straight and a. green ticket, calling 
for “‘bread,”’ was good for. $1 straight. 
A quart of milk meant $2 and a pint $1. 
Few voters got more than their Vienna 
loaf, but there were some who could 
and did demand as high as $10. 

Years of this sort of thing have made 
Danville voters hungry. One man swung 
his father’s election for alderman by 
packing a new coal scuttle full of pa- 
per and spreading 50 $1 bills over the 
top with which he marched openly past 
the polling place that seemed likely to 
decide the contest. 

The mere sight of the money turned 
the trick, although not a word was sald.

“A canvass of Vermilion County can- 
not be made for less than $4500, and 
that will bring your candidate only 
to the nomination. One worker alone 
in each district on election day means 
as much more and that is only the 
legitimate expense of the campaign. 
They call this an ‘$8000 county,’ for 
a man simply can't hope for success 


if hé spends less that. 

“A man can't e to make good 
at such a price as is, but still they 
will run for office; they’re mad for It. 
They may want the office, for some 
fancy that the ‘stuff’ is shoveled tn 
at the back door while-the man at 
the desk: only has to carry it out at 
the front. They may be persuaded to 
run by some man who wants to man- 
age their campaign. They may fight 
on to the second mertgage on their 
homes because they cannot bear even 
the thought of the other man's suc- 
cess. There may be any reason you 
choose, but I can take you out right 
now to the square and show you one 
poor devil after another, grateful. for 
the price of a drink, who once was a 
candidate for office; most of them 
successful ones at that.”

Elsa Moxter Dies From Asphyxia- 
tion in New York After Ani- 
mal Disconnects Tube.

Young Woman Dies With Pros- 
pects of Brilliant Success Al- 
most Within Grasp. 


The frelicking of “Lassie,”’ a pet dog, 
ended the career of Elsa Moxter, a St. 
Louls girl living in New York with her 
widowed mother and studying with the 
operatic stage as the goal of her ambi- 
tion. 

The girl was found dying Saturday 

morning from asphyxiation caused by 
escape of gas from a student lamp, ac- 
cording to a news telegram to the Post- 
Dispatch. The pet dog, “Lassie,” had 
pulled the tube from the lamp.

Under the navy per- 
sonnel act it is said he should have been 
advanced to the grade of rear admiral 
on his retirement.

As 20 such machines would supply 
nearly hbalf a million more horse- 
power titan the total .of 1,328,000 
horsepo-ver reported for all the dyna- 
mos of the United States in 1905, this 
cuggests the meaning of the great 
“stil] hunt” now going on, as it went 
on last year and the year before. 

The hunt for more oil was kept as 
st‘ll as it could be, while it was revo- 
lutionizing the oil business three 
times over.

Mrs. Marks Lerself is far more widcly known as 
playwright, author and educator than as a suf- 
‘fragist. Under her maiden name of Josephine 
Preston Peabody she had written many poems and 
several plays before she won the Stratford-on- 
* Avon prize last summer in a competition open to 
the world. Out of 315 plays submitted, her offer- 
ing ,“The Piper,” was chosen for the honor of be- 
ing produced at Shakspeare’s birthplace during the 
Stratford festivals. The play was successful there 
and it is to be produced at the New Theater in 
New York this season. Mrs. Marks has been a 
deep student of woman’s position in history. 

* Educated at Radcliffe, she was for several] years 
‘an instructor at Wellesley College before her mar- 
riage to Prof. Lionel S. Marks, who holds We 
chair of mechanical engineering at Harvard. She 
‘fis a member of the Ca.nbridge Political * quality 
Association, in which are so many women of the 
university set, and so she regards the feminist 
_ Movement quite as much from the historical as 
the utilitarian standpoint. 
; “Bach of the five women I name has stood for 
* progress as well as for the womanly qualities,” 
» She says. “Of course a list of the world’s famous 
women might be made that would include many 
sthers, and some of the more familiar names 
might be found on examination to be those of 
‘women whose place in history has been held en- 
tirely by their essentially feminine qualities. I 
have chosen, however, these five as representing 
altogether the progress that women has made to 
reach her present position. 
‘Disregarding chronological order, let us take

schoolboy. Why did she place faith in the theory 
of Columbus when the scientists of the day and 
‘the wise or daring men of the court pronounced 
him as an impractical dreamer? How she pledged 
her jewels to furnish him with funds for his voy- 
age has been one of the pretty and therefore easily 
remembered stories of history, but it is more than 
that, for it is symbolical of what woman bas done. 
By her faith in the Genoese navigator when men 
distrusted him she made possible the voyage that 
resulted in the discovery of a new world.

“Although Queen Isabella represented progress, 


she was a°child of her age and held the conven- ° 


tional] ideas of her time as to what constituted the 
most acceptable service to her church. In this re- 
spect she was as the average woman, for it has 
been truly said that women are by nature more 
conservative. At the same time, Isabella believed 
in Columbus when men doubted him. Her judg- 
ment was correct, whether this was due to wom- 
an’s intuition or to a belief unsupported by logic. 
The very conservatism of woman enters here, and 
I think that Isabella was full of belief but not of 
credulity. 

“More than a century before Queen Isabella 
helped Columbus there died in Italy a woman who 
helped the progress of womankind and therefo< 
of the whole human race. She was to be known it 
history as St. Catherine of Siena. A tremendous 
personality, she combined all the austerity of habit 
and sweetness of religious life with a political 
genius that was marvelous. Her nature was a curi-

her letters of advice to all classes of persons, from 
peasants to kings. She addressed popes humbly 
but forcibly when she felt that thay should change 
their policies. : 

“St. Catherine was a great figure in the world 
of politics of her day;* perhaps she was the great- 
est—certainly she was the most interesting. She 
set herself the task of healing the wounds of her 
country by ending its civil wars and factional 
struggles. When war broke out between Florence 
and the Holy See she was sent by the Pope to se- 
cure the neutrality of Pisa and Lucca. Later she 


Was sent as an ambassador to Florence to make . 


their peace with Pope Gregory XI at Avignon. 
She urged the. Pope to return from Avignon to 
Rome, and she succeeded in bringing him back. 
She sought always for peace, and once she nearly 
lost her life in a riot at Florence, where she had 
gone as ambassador of the Pope. 

“These are only a few of the more familiar inci- 


‘dents of her political career, but they indicate the 


confidence that was placed in her ability by the 
princes of both church and state. At the same 
time she led a life of absolute saintliness and 
proved centuries before our day that a woman can 
be a great politician without becoming contami- 
nated. Also she brought into the corrupt and 
treacherous political world of-her age a potent in- 
fluence for peace. Surgery needs the cleanest of 
hands, and in St. Catherine of Slena we see that a 
woman can play a leading part politics and re- 
main ever saintly.
